The Bristol Civil Defense Council has released for publication the 
revised instructions received from the M ilitary and Civil Defense Com­ 
mission of Pennsylvania, pertaining to air raid w arning signals which 
are to be adopted throughout Pennsylvania. The instructions also come 
through the Bucks County Civil Defense Council a t Doylestown. 
These instructions will be made a p art of the Bristol Civil Defense 
Council’s proceedings, a t a m eeting to he held early next month. 
The instructions read:

These are unpleasant facts, and the list above is the 
merest outline. But they are important facts— in some 
ways, the most important truth we have to learn in under­ 
standing our foreigii problem. 
Since the World War we have tried to substitute a 1 
new and unholy form of “dollar diplomacy” for sticking j 
to our word. It hasn't worked. The skepticism of all for-j 
eign races which have to decide whether to tag along j 
with us or make their own bargains with Russia—there is I 
the element which has wrecked the whole Truman foreign j 
affairs program. 
Think it over. Free Poland trusted us. Look at her 
today! France, on the other hand, so long ago as 1945, 
made her peace with Russia. She has survived to date, 
has received probably more from us than any other coun­ 
try save England, and by comparison with Poland is doing 
very well. 
That's what we are up against, once we get outside 
of our own hemisphere. Starting with England and calling 
the roll of the European countries, none of them is willing 
to "get out on a limb'* following us and opposing Russia. 
Nor are any of the free Asians one bit more anxious to 
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instead of earning it—and the experiment hasn't worked 
No one can possibly begin to understand our situa­ 
tion until he accepts that fast—but at the same time, men 
in the position of President Truman and Secretary of State 
Acheson cannot bring themselves to admit that such is the 
situation, for to do so would be to concede also that the 
five-year Truman foreign-policy program has been a! 
gigantic and costly failure. 
The Truman Administration has been pinned down 
by its own mistakes. As a matter of fact, Mr. Truman 
has had not more than two chances since he became Presi­ 
dent to make a clean break with the past and take a fresh 
start for world peace. 
He could have done so when President Roosevelt 
died, by calling off the San Francisco United Nations con­ 
ference and insisting on reviewing all the secret commit­ 
ments between Great Britain, Russia and the U.S.A. He 
might also have dope so when his party was repudiated by 
the electorate in 1946— he could, at that time, have scrap­ 
ped the whole interned program of foreign tangles. In­ 
stead, he secretly shifted his national policy from one of 
appeasement of Russia to a belligerent attitude turned 
over to a professional soldier for its administration. 
a 
Wiping the slate clean isn't easy in political and diplo­ 
matic affairs. Yet there are times when no other approach 
has a chance of success. 
That is one of the reasons why the new program 
offered by former President Hoover and indorsed by a 
great many Republicans has such great importance. 
There are a number of face-saving ways by which 
this eminently sound program, which offers what the Tru­ 
man program does not—eventual hope of peace and na­ 
tional security—can be substituted for the disaster-headed 
double-dealing foreign policy we have been using.

Now what's 
in the heart at any time is the 
residue of al) thoughts and acts 
and feelings up to then. 
Parents who are themselves 
very sensitive to such good man­ 
ners, may be so eager for their 
children to get th fe n c e r of good 
manners that t i " may not be 


there have usually had 
luxuries, mort denials, and more 
discipline. By and large, the na­ 
tion over, children of the better 
social-economic levels, even of 
the better educated, have been 
less Inhibited than children of 
the less privileged, and some­ 
times vandalism and boorishness 
are more prevalent among the 
former. The parents among the 
privileged generally have been 
more ready to accept and prac­ 
tice the doctrine of excessive 
self-expression, which has been 
so popular in our nation the past 
several decades. The assumption 
seems to be that, “With our chil­ 
dren’s background and their ex­ 
posure to culture and refinement, 
they will Inevitably take on good 
manners.
